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DETAILED ACTION 
Specification 

1 . Applicant is reminded of the proper language and format for an abstract of the disclosure. 

The abstract should be in narrative form and generally limited to a single paragraph on a 
separate sheet within the range of 50 to 150 words. It is important that the abstract not exceed 
150 words in length since the space provided for the abstract on the computer tape used by the 
printer is limited. The form and legal phraseology often used in patent claims, such as "means" 
and "said," should be avoided. The abstract should describe the disclosure sufficiently to assist 
readers in deciding whether there is a need for consulting the full patent text for details. 

The language should be clear and concise and should not repeat information given in the 
title. It should avoid using phrases which can be implied, such as, "The disclosure concerns," 
"The disclosure defined by this invention," "The disclosure describes," etc. 

The abstract of the disclosure is objected to because the abstract contains phrases, which 

can be implied, such as, "In the illustrative embodiment, in a specific embodiment, present 

teaching, novel aspect of the invention...." in lines 1, 3, 4, 5, 6, 10, 13 and 14. Correction is 

required. See MPEP § 608.01(b). 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

2. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that form the 
basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public use or on 
sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United States. 

3. Claims 36-38 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Granberry (US 
3,818,386). 

Re claim 36, Granberry discloses an amplifier (i.e., RF module) comprising: 
a monolithic semiconductor substrate (Col. 7, lines 22-30); 
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an array of elements (i.e., modules 12) disposed on the substrate for coherently receiving 
and retransmitting electromagnetic energy (Figs. 1-6; Col. 3, line 60- Col. 4, line 12), and 

means (i.e., front plate 94) for defining an axis of tilt of a beam generated by the array 
(i.e., as illustrated in Fig. 1, since the front plate 94 is perpendicular to the boresight; the steered 
beam is tilted with respect to the boresight. Thus, the front plate 94 is the means for defining an 
axis of tilt) (Fig. 1; Col. 3, line 60- Col. 4, line 12). 

Re claim 37, Granberry further discloses the means for defining an axis of tilt (i.e., front 
plate 94) includes means for phase shifting a signal radiated from a first array element (Figs. 1, 
6; Col. 1, lines 43-60; Col. 3, line 60- Col. 4, line 12). 

Re claim 38, Granberry further discloses the means for defining an axis of tilt further 
includes means for feeding an output of the means for phase shifting to a second array element 
(Col. 7, line 55- Col. 8, line 9). 

Allowable Subject Matter 

4. Claims 13-20, 26-29 and 34-35 are allowed.
